— .. 
The dispatch of the Aau rican bat­ 
tleship fl» er to Italy , as proposed by 
this gov ernment, is an act which will 
be approv ed by the whole nation. The 
fleet is now passing through the Red 
Sea, arid Sicily , which is 9 00 miles 
distant, is in direct line of nav igation 
for Gibraltar; 
in 
fact, 
the beaten 
track of commerce through the Medi­ 
terranean passes J ust off the southern 
point of the island. 
The fleet by 
going 
to 
Messina, 
h is 
unquestionably 
the 
best 
t from which to operate, will he 
"tAken out of its way only a few miles. 
This will cause 
no 
inconv enience, 
and ev en if it did the great good that 
will he accomplished 
would warrant 
the ships steaming a long 
distance, 
'ihe only difference will he to hasten 
the v oy age of the 
v essels westward, 
disarranging, of course, the leisnrely 
schedule that had been adonted, hut 
this is of no consequence. It is the 
duty of the gov ernment, with an in­ 
strument capable 
of 
rendering tre­ 
mendous succor, to put the fleet un­ 
der full steam as soon as it can be 
re-coaled and prov isioned, for South­ 
ern Italy . 
It is certain that the presence of 
the six teen American warships there 
will be of untold v alue. The dev astat­ 
ed district is utterly incapable of re­ 
habilitating itself alone; ev en the as­ 
sistance of the entire Italian nation 
will be inadequate to its needs.

•weeks is absurd. There will be an 
abundance Of tasks for the ships and 
their splendidly discliplined crews af­ 
ter their arriv al, the performance of

ibans, they will sav e many liv es, re 
liev e untold sufferings 
and
